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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 3/1 1/08 
has been entered. 

Claims 1, 3, 4-6, 10, 12, and 14-19 are pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claim 10 is rejected under 35 USC 102 (e) as being anticipated by Heinonen et al. 
(hereinafter Heinonen) US patent Number 7,009,956 B2. 

As per claim 10, Heinonen teaches a server (34, fig 3-4) connected to a client (23, fig 3- 
4) through a communication network, said server comprising: 
a manual port setter setting a first port to a first port number in response to a user 
operation (Heinonen discussed three different ports, which are used or selected for 
different services; they can be swapped at any time see col. 8 lines 33-58; for instance, 
port number 80 is reserved for HTTP services; port number 1024 to 49151 are 
registered ports freely usable by application; and port number 0 to 1023 are reserved for 
privileged services), and a packet responder transmitting a response packet to said 
client on the first port set by said manual port setter, the response packet including a 
second port number and identification information having a first value indicating the 
second port number to be used by said client or a second value indicating a 
predetermined third port number to be used by said client (see fig 3-4; col. 10 lines 24- 
48 and 49-65; col. 9 lines 7-49). 

Claims 1, 3, 4-6, 12, and 14-19 are allowed over the prior art of record.
